Service Men to Plan for Andover 
Post of American Legion 


Arrangements have been made for a 
mass meeting of all service men on the 
evening of Tuesday, May 20th, at 
feight o'clock, in the Town Hall to 
consider the formation in Andover of a 
post of the American Legion. The 
American Legion is a nation-wide 
organization, open to all persons who 
have been in the military, naval, or 
marine service of the United States, or 
her Allies, during the Great War. It is 
a non-partisan, non-sectarian patriotic 
body, formed to perpetuate the spirit 
and comradeship aroused by the war. 

At the recent convention of the Legion 
at St. Louis the delegates, over a 
thousand in number, took a decisive 
stand against Bolshevism and all the 
forces of disorder, and declared unani- 
mously for undiluted Americanism. A 
wise feature of the Legion is the pro- 
vision that previous army and navy 
rank shall have no weight. Officers and 
enlisted men meet on even terms and

They had little idea 
of team work, or competitive sports, 
or recreative games for amusement 
and exercise, either in the army or in the 
ischools. Four years of war brought 
home this lack to the French, especially

ATHLETICS IN FRANCE 


(Continued from page 1) 


Bertha” was “strafing” the town. At} 
nightfall the city was absolutely dark, | 
but the theatres were open and the 
normal life went on much as usual. 
Very little actual damage was done and 
few people killed at that time, | under- 
stand. 

I was assigned to the French army 
and was to go to Braisne, near Sots- | 
sons, the 30th of May. On that very 
day, however, the Germans took the 
two towns, capturing much material, 
so Twas transferred to Moncel, a small | 
town near Luneville, about ten kilo- 
metres behind the front and near the | 
Vosges mountains. [| was the only 
American in the town, though there 
were American troops on the left) at} 
Toul and to our right at’ Baccarat, and 


France, and two in north Africa, Tunis 
and Algiers, where officers and men are 
sent to learn the exercises and games 
taught in the French army and in the 
schools. 

Before the war, practically all of the 
French physical work was based on the 
Swedish system of weight lifting and 


jealisthenics, and the only really recrea- 


tional competitive game was football, 
mostly soccer, though they had a few 
rugby teams in the larger cities. 
The result was that the country had 
a few specialists who were very good at 
wrestling, climbing, jiu-jitsu, boxing 


}and running, but it was practically all 


individual work. They had little idea 
of team) work, or competitive sports, 
or recreative games for amusement 
and exercise, either in the army or in the 


schools. Four years of war brought 


home this lack to the French, especially | 
as they compared their athletics with 


After about a month with = these 
teachers, and we had laid ont) our 
fields, we commenced the course for 


the students. “his course lasted about 
two weeks for each lot, and comprised 
the full course of French and American 
games, calisthenics, ete. The students 
were fresh from the army, or rather 
tired from the army, and were often 
men forty to fifty years old, “Towards 
the end, however, we got quite a number 
of younger men. When they finished 
ut our sehool they were sent to their 
homes or remained ino that) vieinity, 
where, until they were relieved by the 


younger classes, as demobilized, they 


taught the same thing to the children, | 
The army work will be done by the | 


younger men when demobilized, and 
they will, after a course at one of the 
centers, become permanent teachers in 
the army schools. 


later in June,’ July and August, when 
the Americans began to arrive in large 
numbers, we saw many “Yanks.” 
My job here, was to provide the French | 
troops that were stationed there, or 
passed through, with as many of the 
necessaries as possible, to visit the 
artillery crews near us, and to pass out 
cigarettes and “givé ‘them: a chance for 
sports and recreations when off duty. 
No organized sports could be run off 
because the time could not be arranged 
for in advance. ‘Then, too, a crowd 
would have attracted the attention | 
of German airmen who were overhead 
nearly every day, watching the roads; 
but we did have informal games of 
soccer and basketball, and I did some 


work with the school children also. 
The boch seldom came over on raids 
during the day, contenting himself 


with staying out of reach of the anti- 
aireraft. guns about ten to twelve! 
thousand feet up, observing and taking | 
pictures, Then at night he would raid | 
the towns on both sides of us. Tt was | 
on the whole, a very quiet sector, until 
it became an American sector, because | 
wherever there were Americans, trouble 


The middle of September | was called 
to Paris, and was in ‘Toul the night the 
attack on St. Mihiel commenced, and 
saw plainly, the barrage sent up by the | 
Americans, Which was said to be the 
heaviest up to that time, ever” sent 
up. 

The French Government) has ten 
centres of physical instruction; eight in 


those of the English, Australian) and 
American troops all of whom had a 
better idea of team) work and were 
vastly superior physically. The-French 
were quick to recognize this, and asked 
the French department of the Y. M. 
Cc. A., known as the “Foyer du Soldat” 
if they would furnish an American for 
each of. these centers, to teach the 
American games, ‘The requirements 
for an instructor would be a knowledge 
of the games, and how to teach them, 
and also a knowledge of the French 
language. 

We were sent for ten days to Join- 
ville, the part near Paris on the river 
Marne, to demonstrate our games to 
Commandant La Brosse, the officer in 
command there, and the chief of the 
physical work in the army. 

This demonstration. resulted in our 
small army games —'volley-ball, —bas- 
ketball and baseball beimg put in’ the 
programme of required work, and we 
were sent out to our centers to see 
that the programme was put over. I 
was sent to Antibes on the Mediter- 
ranean near Nice, one of the largest 


centers, because the climate is) good 
and the weather like spring all) year 
round, | had about fifteen monitors, 


or teachers, who acted as the regular 
staff, and who were familiar with the 
French system, but had to be taught 
our games. They took to our games 
very readily and enjoyed them, all but 
baseball, which is absolutely beyond 
them at present.

The number of volunteers would 
have been) much larger, but) many 
of our pupils do not remain in town for 
the summer. Some of the boys in the 
upper grades) secured) work on— the 
farms, so of course, had no time for 
home gardens. 

About eighty dollars worth of seeds 
were purchased by the pupils from the 
School Garden Association of Boston. 
This amount was not as large as usual, 
for many of the parents had already 
purchased for their children, 

I visited all the schools except those 
in the districts and gave simple lessons 
in the preparation and care of a garden. 
With the help of Miss Lovejoy, I was 
able to send out type-written sheets 
of garden suggestions which the pupils 
copied into notebooks provided for 
them. 

The requirements for enlistment in 
the U.S. S. G. A. were: the signing of 
an obligation card in which the pupil 
agreed to raise one or more food eTOPs; 
and to keep reeords of his work and the 
results. 

The officers of each company were a 
captain and two leutenants. A bronze 
service bar with U.S. S. G. A. on it, 


4 was given to each child. 


Meetings were held in Punchard Hall 
to talk over our plains. At one of these 
meelthgs we were talking about the 
best location for a garden, “I said. to 
one little fellow, ‘Tommy, where are 
you going to have your garden?” He 
said, “TL ain't got none, 1 thought you 
were giving them away today, so 1 came 
to get one.” This suggested that there 
might’ be others like Tommy, who 
wanted a garden, but had no place for 
one. 

Through the kindness of Mr. Bod- 
well, a plot of land in) Locke's field 
was set apart for the children. With 
the help of the boys, 1 measured off 
twenty-four individual plots, 16 by 21 ft. 
Every afternoon, at the close of school, 
we went to the field and it was certainly 
eratifying to see how they worked, for 
it was no easy task:to clear the land of 
stones and witch grass. 

I visited each garden at least once 
und some two or three times. As 
usual, a few of the children planted a 
great many varieties of seeds, but the 
majority confined themselves to only 
one or two kinds. Potatoes and beans 
were the favorites. Some of the older 
girls canned their products. — Prizes 
were given to those having the best 
gardens, Miss Putnam and Miss 
Florence Abbott acted as judges. 

I had hoped to give vou an estimate 
of the amount of food produced by the 
children, but the closing of the schools 
has prevented the return of the record 
books. Hlowever, those of vou who 
were able to attend our exhibit in’ the 
Stowe School 
chance to see some of the results. 

Aside from the material 
fecl that the summer has been a pro- 
fitable one. ebhe children have been 
given somet tape interesting and health- 
fulbto-do through the long summer davs. 
They have developed a respect for the 
nights of others which only 
through wetual ownership. 

I wish to thank all those who helped 
to make the work a success, especially 
Mrs. Bodwell and Miss Johnson, who 
kindly gave the use of their automobiles, 
and Mrs. Selden, Mrs. Trow and Mr. 
Boutwell who acted as judges for the 
exhibit.
